A vote of censure for Ald. Hubert W. But- 
ler for making his unsubstantiated brib- 
ery charges concerning the Northwestern 
L extension ordinance is slated for pas- 
gage at the special council meeting this 
afternoon unless action by the grand fury 
makes possible a more drastic move. The 
grand jurors yesterday turned the tables on 
Butler by investigating him instead of 
his charges, and it is possible they may re- 
turn a bill against him for subornation of 
perjury.

attempt to make a grand jury witness swear 
falsely grew out of a visit made by Butler 
Thursday evening to the house of Track 
Foreman Fred C. Wheaton at Jefferson 
Park. Wheaton is.the man who told the 
council’s investigating committee that But- 
ler had asked him to tell an untrue tale to 
make good the charges of bribery. 

The track foreman repeated his story with- 
out vartation before the jurymen, and his 
wife and daughter, Miss Mabel Wheaton, 
were called to support his actount of the

“If Butler, in his Thursday evening call, or 
at any other time, pleaded with Wheaton to 
perjure himself before the grand jury, an in- 
dictment for subornction of perjury would lie 
against the alderman,” said State’s Attorney 
Healy. who personally conducted the hear- | 
ding in the jury room. 

“If, however, he never did more than at- 
tempt to have Wheaton tell an untrue story 
to the council committee he could not be in- 
dicted, as the aldermanic body had not the 
power to put witnesses under oath. 

“The mere attempt to make a grand jury 
witness swear falsely is sufficient ground 
for indicting. Whether or not the witness 
carries out the program is unessential.”’

Secrets of the Mormon endowment house 
were, revealed to the senate Smoot inquiry 
here today by a woman witness, formerly a 


; member of the Utah church. 


She told of “ taking the endowments.” She 
revealed the oaths of vengeance, of obedience 
to the priesthood, and of sacrifice to the 
church. She recited the penalties imposed 
for the violation of secrets of the temple, 
and with intense ling, bordering upon 
hysteria, declared that some of these penal- 
ties were too indelicate to be referred to in 
public. 

The witness was Annie Eliott, 


trained nurse, who had long been employed 
in Mormon circles. She declared that while 


she does not fear for her personal safety 
upon her return to Utah, she expected injury 
to her business as @ result of her revelations, 

Smoot Wore Mystic Garment. 
One of the incidents of her testimony was 
the statement that every Mo in good 
standing in the cammittee room, uding 
of course Senator Smoot, wore continually a. 
mystic garment donned in the Temple, never 
to be doffed, and bearing upon it symbols 
of body destruction as a penalty for violation 
of the oaths taken, 

Mrs. Annie Elliott testified that she lives 
at Price, Utah; that she was born in Den- 
mark in 1862, and came to America in 1872, 
She was married before she came to the 
United States and was converted to Mormon- 
}) ism before she left Denmark. Her husband, 
who came to this country with her, died in 
Elsinore, Utah, in 1897. After his death aa 
married again in 1899.

“Bribery” Testimony Not Sufficient. 

When asked to state whether the grand 
jury had received enough evidence to indie 
either Butler or the men he accuses, Mr. 
Healy replied that none of the testimony 
which had been read as yet was sufficient. 
This assertian did not include the evidence 
offered verbally during the 
i "only had reference to the investigating 
committee’s report, which was sent to the 
council members and state’s attorney's office 
in the morning. 

Mr. Healy laid considerable stress upon the 
fact that the jurymen as yet had not gone 
far enough into the tase to take it under ad- 
visement. He said that they were still in- 
vestigating it. This is taken to mean that 


though it is possible that the jury will make 
public its final findings this morping when it 
teports upon its week’s work. Its future 
course in the case took the unusual form of 
a “resolution” which was offered for dis- 
cussion. 

Butler Has a Trying Time. 

‘The jurors gave Butler a far more unpleas- 
ant time during the hour and a half that he 
spent before them than he experienced dur- 
ing the long sessions of the council Commit- 
tee. As one of the jurymen expressed it, they 
„went at the alderman hammer and tongs.” 
Butler's friends assert that he produced new 

evidence, but this statement was not con- 
firmed by the state’s attorney, and the feel- 
ing. evidenced by the jurors seemed to indi- 
cate the contrary. 

One point made against this view of the 
case was that new evidence would have 
meant new witnesses. All who went before 
the grand jury during the day were Butler 
and his wife, the Wheaton family, and Depu- 
ty City Clerk Edward H. Ehrhorn. Mr. 
Ehrhorn was prepared to furnish the jury 
with copies of the council records of July 11 
and Dec. 5 to show the amendments offered 
to the extension ordinance in those meetings. 
He was asked, however, only to substantiate 
the fact Butler had made his bribery charges 
on the floor of the council, and this was taken 
as another indication of the jurymen’s in- 
clination to build up a case against the ac- 
cusing alderman rather than the men he 
accused. 

Butler came from the jury room with his 
usual calm perturbed.. He hurried over to 
his wife, who had been sitting in the ante- 
room studiously avoiding any conversation 
with the Wheaton family. This attitude the 
Wheatons reflected by their own, and the at- 
mosphere was noticeably frigid. Butler con- 
versed with his wife in hurried whispers until 
she was herself summoned before the jurors. 


Alderman Worried; Child III. 
He then explained his agitation by stating 
that he was extremely worried over the con- 
dition of his youngest child, who was seri- 
ously ill. Mrs: Butler, he declared, had told 
him that the latest reports from the little 
ene were more favorable, although there 
still was danger. Anything that had oc- 
curred in the juryroom Butler refused to 
discuss.

It was the sense of the committee, how- 
ever that the aldermanic body should sit 
as one house, and not be divided, and it was 
also the belief that the term of office should 
not be lengthened, unless it was decided 
to have but one member from a ward, in 
which case a four year term was recom- 
mended. The committee was unanimous 
in declaring that an alderman should not 
hold any other office, county, state, or na- 
tional, 

The recommendation was made that the 
mayor shall be relieved from the duties 
of pardoning prisoners from the bridewell 
and that a board of pardons be constituted, 
composed of the superintendent of the bride- 
well and three inspectors. 


Modified Form of Veto. 


A suggestion was made that the mayor be 
given the power to recommend changes in 
ordinances which do not meet with his ap- 
proval instead of requiring him to veto the 
ordinance.

Chief of Police O'Neill sent out a general 
order yesterday to stop all boxing matches in 
Chicago. 

The mayor followed this up in the evening 
by notification that the Chicago Athletic as- 
sociation was included in the edict. 

The result was an announcement from the 
organization’s officials that the exhibition 
scheduled for tonight would not be held. 

The ehief's order to the police follows: 

Corporation Counsel Tolman has given at my 
request an opinion in which he decided that all 
prize fights, sparring and boxing exhibitions as 
heretofore conducted in the city are illegal under 
the laws of the state. You are hereby instructed to 
prevent all sparring and boxing exhibitions in the 
city in the: future, and to prosecute all those who 
violate or attempt to violate the statutes. 


Association Takes Prompt Action. 


- ‘Until 8 p. m. it was expected that the ath- 
letic club would hold its exhibition. The 
show had Kid Goodman and Tommy 
Mowatt down for the windup. A hurried 
meeting of the athletic board was held 
when the mayor’s message was received and 
the result was the following statement: 

The athletic committee of the Chicago Athletic 
association has received official notification from 
Mayor Harrison containing the opinion of the cor- 
poration counsel regarding the legality of holding 
boxing exhibitions or entertainments, and has 
decided not to hold the boxing exhibition contem- 
plated for tomorrow night, Dec. 17, and will dis- 
continue all boxing exhibitions from this date. 


Declare Condition Is Injustice. 

The members of the association, or those 
that lean towards boxing, deplored the con- 
dition of affairs. “‘ We have,” said one man, 
„ run our shows as cleanly as possible. We 
have had no accidents, matched the men 
so as to avoid lopsided contests, and in- 
structed our referee to stop all contests 
wherein it appeared to him one of the con- 
testants was outclasssed. The mayor, how- 
ever, says the sport is illegal and we will, of 
course, abide by the law.“

PASSES AWAY AFTER A LINGER- 
ING ILLNESS. 


Dealer of Chicago and in 47 Years 
Built up One of the Largest Musical 
Instrument Establishments in the 
World—Widow Alone Survives Him 
—Funeral Arrangements Will Be 
Today. 
W. w. Kimball, the pi piano and or- 
gan dealer in Chicago, and one ot its wealth - 
test citizens, died late yesterday afternoon 
at his residence, 1801 Prairie avenue, after 
a lingering Umess. He was 76 years of age 
and had been engaged in business in Chi- 
cago. during more than forty-seven years, 
establishing in that time one of the largest 
piano and organ houses in the world. 
Tue funeral arrangements had not been 


— pet last night, but it is expected they 
announced this morning. 


“Mr. Kimball's Early Life. 

Mr. ‘Kimball was born in Oxford county, 
Me., in 1828. Moses Kimball, his grandfath- 
er, was a soldier of the revolution, while his 
father, David, served in the war of 1812. The 
family in America was founded by Richard 
Kimball, who came from Daina 1634 and 
settled in Massachusetts. 

When 18 years old W. W. Kimball, having 
graduated from the district school, began 
his business life as clerk in a country store. 
For a time also he was a school teacher. His 
ambition was a business career, however, 
and when 21 years of age he re#ntered the 
mercantile trade. Before long he became a 
traveling salesman, his field at first New 
England, but gradually expanding until it 
included the middle, western, and southern 
states. 

Begins Business in Chicago. 

In nnr Mr. Kimbell came to Chicago. The 
business opportunit here impressed. him 
and he decided to make this city his home. 
That fall he opened a retail piano store and 
from this small beginning sprang the present 
business of the. company. 

Although lumber, hardware, and groceries 
were more in demand than musical instru- 
ments in the early days of Chicago, Mr. Kim- 
ball never faltered, but by industry and abil- 
ity gradually enlarged his business. He was 
the pioneer, the first successful music dealer 
in the northwest. 

Mr. Kimball soon entered the wholesale 
trade, and the business grew until 1864, when 
his headquarters were moved to the Crosby 
opera house in Washington street. There 
he remained until the fire of 1871 swept away 
the business heart of Chicago, 

Within forty-eight hours Mr. Kimball had 
opened offices in his residence, then at 611 
„Michigan avenue. The basement was used 
as a salesroom, the billiard room.was the 
office, while the barn housed the shipping de- 
partment, These temporary quarters were 
soon outgrown, however, and the business 
was transferred to Wabash avenue and 
Thirteenth street. In the summer of 18738 
Mr. Kimball returned to the downtown dis- 
trict, locating at the southeast corner of 
State and Adams streets.

A. B. Stickney, President of the Great 
Western, Says Rates Should Be 
Under Government Control. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 16.—[{Special.]— 
“The government of the United States 

“The government of the United States 
should either own and operate the rallway 
lines of the country or else should supervise 
and regulate their management.“ said A. B. 
Stickney, the veteran president of the Great 
Wextern railroad, here tody. He continued: 

“The latter plan I think the wiser and 
more to be preferred. Railroads, after all, 
are as much subject to governmental control 
as public highways. The difference is that 
in the case of highways everybody concedes 
the authority of the state, while as to the 
other, we have become used to the domina- 
tion of corporations. 

There is plenty of law, no doubt, in the 
interstate commerce act, but the interstate 
commerce commission itself lacks potency. 
The net results of the law have been bene- 
ficial, and it was one of the greatest pieces 
of legislation ever enacted. At the same time 
it is but dimly understood and appreciated by 
vast numbers of people, and especially by 
freight agents. It ought to be strengthened 
in several ways, and the commission ought 
to be given a great deal more money 80 as 
to make it really efficient.”’ 5

Not only is this outdoor 
employment of great value as a reformatory 
agency, but it gives the boys a knowledge 
of farm work and makes it more eagy to 
find homes for them among farmers when 
their term of commitment is ended. There 
are many applications frém farmers for such 
boys, and those who have been sent into the 
country from the John Worthy school have, 
without exception, given satisfaction and 
have made a successful start towards good 
citizenship. 

The St. Charles school is a eredit to the 
state of Illinois and to those private citizens 
who have added so liberally to the state ap- 
propriations. 


A LARGE NAVY A PEACE AGENT. 

The English navy is, and long has been, the 
most powerful—and expensive—in the world, 
but, as a writer in the last Fortnightly Re- 
view says: Not since the battle of Trafal- 
gar was fought and won has the British navy 
been engaged in war.” 

Ik it be argued that the money expended 
on fleets that have not had to meet an enemy 
was wasted, the answer will be that it was 
not. The powerful navy of Great Britain 
has repeatedly prevented the outbreak of

power of England. Her superiority on the 
ocean was the principal reason why a rup- 
ture with France at the time of the Fashoda 
incident was averted. When the Russians 
fired on the British fishing boats in the North 
sea, the very superiority of the English navy 
was an element which made for peace. |

nation whose flag it flies,” for the average.

England needs a navy for home protection 
and that of her colonies. The United States 


fears no invaders, but has sea divided pos-

They 
are hardly willing to admit that the strong, 
intelligent German element in the kingdom 
has any rights. ; ey 
Whenever there has been turbulence in 
the lower house of the Austrian legislature 
it has been due to the inability of Bohemian 
and German members to get along peace- 
fully. It is a dangerous experiment to bring 
together representatives of antagonistic 
races in the same legislative chamber. 
So long as the Magyars consider them- 
selves the dominant race in Hungary and 
are jealous and distrustful of German ideas 
and influence, there will be rioting in the 
house of deputies, unless the ultra followers 
of Kossuth and Apponyi are allowed to have

One of the most notable acts of Leon Gam- 
betta when he attained power and office 
was to issue a decree suppressing this branch 
of expense, as out of keeping with the ideas 
and principles of true republican govern- 
ment, 

It ig therefore startling to discover through 
the discussions in the chamber of deputies 
and of the parliamentary committee of the 
budget that the system of secret service 
funds has been quietly revived and that to- 
day almost as much money is employed by 
the republican government in this way as 
during the most extravagant and corrupt 
days of the reign of Napoleon III. The de- 
partment of foreign affairs figures alone for 
nearly 2,000,000 francs ($400,000) needed for 
secret service, a portion of which is under- 
stood to be employed in the subsidizing of 
foreign newspapers, while considerable sums 
are likewise used in payment of secret agents, 
both of the male and female persuasion. 
The department of the interior of course re- 
quires a still larger amount, a considerable 
share of the funds going 

r while the department of war, of ma- 
9 etc., each demands its 
quota. 

It is greatly to be regretted that the re- 
form instituted by Gambetta has not been 
adhered to. But the statesmen of the pres- 
ent day insist that it is impossible to dis- 
pense with the system, not so much because 
of the support which the money is able to 
purchase, as through the hold which it gives 
to the government upon those people repre- 
senting every branch of society, every call- 
ing, and every political party who have been 
foolish or unscrupulous enough to accept 
secret service money. 


Lord Malmesbury’s engagement removes 
from the list of eligible bachelors and of 
matrimonial catches one who has figured 
thereon until now as a bright particular 
star. He is slightly over 30 years of age, 
served in South Africa during the war, did 
duty as private secretary to the minister 
of the colonies, ag well as on the staff of the 
governor of New South Wales, and owns 
a -eautiful place in Hampshire known as 
Heron court, as well as some 10,000 acres of 
exceedingly valuable landed property. He 
is not the grandson but the grand-nephew 
of the well known statesman, who played 
so important a role as foreign minister dur- 
ing the earlier portion of the reign of Queen 
Victoria, and whose Reminiscences,’ pub- 
lished a few years before his death, form 
one of the most amusing histories of the 
idiosyncrasies and peccadillos of politicians 
and diplomats during the greater portion of 
the nineteenth century. 

The first earl of Malmesbury was cele- 


| brated as a diplomatist, was for many years 


ambassador to the court of Catherine the 
Great, and the author of the aphorism that 
“the Briton who spends much of his time 
among strange nations and does not every 
time he visits his native land thank his God 
for being British is unworthy of the bless- 
ings of true Überty.“ Heron court is full of 


dor, one of the most interesti being a 
table which belonged to King Louis XIV. of 
France and upon which was signed thetreaty, 
or family compact, by which the French 
Bourbons secured the throne of Spain. . 
The late earl, that is to say, the father of 
the present peer, was quite the reverse 
popular, and not long before his death his 
countess brought a suit against him for 
judicial separation, which at the last moment 
was arranged out of court with a view to 
avoiding scandal. Lady Malmesbury’s sons, 
as well as society, sided with her, and when 
after her husband's-death and the succession 
to the earldom of her son he brought her 
back to Heron court, despite the testamen- 
tary injunctions of his father, she was re- 
ceived with much rejoicing by all the ten- 
antry on the estates. Lord Malmesbury, let 
me add, is one of the considerable nuniber 
of twins among the British aristocracy

The 
shrine in which it was placed by the Sultan 
Selim, and where it has remained ever since 
until this day, is within the precincts of the 
imperial treasury at Gulchane.

‘metal he then proceeded to open the shrine 
itself, a casket com of the purest gold, 
exquisitely worked, and he extracted there- 
from a bundle, which he placed on a silver 
table of great beauty. One by one the sul- 
tan then removed the forty outer cloths 
with which the holy coat was wrapped up, 
until the last but one was reached. The 
latter ‘consists of some thin, transparent 
kind of gauze, and is left intact. For no 
mortal eye may behold nor human lips touch 
the sacred relic unshrouded. 

Reverently and with every token of the 
most profound veneration, the sultan bent

anniversary of the birth of Beethoven by 
offeriag a program made up exclusively of 
compositions by that master. It was the 
first regular public rehearsal in the new hall 
and was therefore a gala occasion ina double 
sense. And a program better befitting the 
notable event could scarcely have been 
planned. 

The hall stands as a tribute first and fore- 
most to Theodore Thomas, for it has been 
through the enthusiasm and admiration felt 
for Kim and for the incomparable service he 
has performed for musical progress in the 
United States that the few hall has become 
a. reality. And there is no composer with 
whose works Mr. Thomas’ masterly skill as 
a director is more brilliantly identified than 
with those of Beethoven. * 

He has come to be recognised as absolute 
authority where the interpretation of these 


| works is concerned, and it was therefore a 


happy coincidence that the new hall built for 
him and his orchestra should be opened to its 
‘regular patrons on the anniversary of the 
‘birth of the Bonn master. 


The audience yesterday filled the concert 
room to its last available space, and during 
the intermission the majority of the patrons 
left their seats and went exploring.“ The 
unfinished condition of the foyers ana the 
stairways did not prevent these sightsters 
from indulging in animated visiting, and one 
and all were interested in comparing notes 
on the success of the new undertaking, and 
speculating as to the appearance of the 
foyers when they have been completed.

before his death, and originally was the last 
movement to the string quartet op. 130. Later 
a new finale was composed for the quartet 
and the first one was issued as a separate 
work. It is a fugue cast in extremely elab- 
orate and complex mold, and yesterday im- 
pressed as bearing even more than do most 
works in this form the stamp of the purely 
intellectual. There was little about it to 
charm or interest the average listener, and 
the audience, as well as the men of the 
orchestra, seemed appreciably relieved when 
it was at an end. | 

Two of the symphonies were included in the 
list—the fourth and the seventh. The new 
conditions under which they were heard made 
them different in effect from that to which 
the concert patrons have been accustomed, 
but Mr. Thomas gave of his ablest interpre- 
tative powers, and his men of their highest 
technica! skill and musical intelligence. The 
Overture to Coriolanus was the other 
purely orchestral selection in the list, the 
remaining number being the F major Ro- 
manza, which again brought forward Mr. 
Kramer as soloist. The work has long been 
familiar, but its loveliness and pure musical 
nobility grow only the more pronounced with 
each rehearing. It was played con amore 
yesterday by Mr. Kramer and by the orches- 
tra and listening was a veritable pleasure. 
Mr. Kramer lent to his performance of the 
comparatively simple number all the care, 
the temperamental warmth, and the techni- 
cal skill in the matter of smoothness and 
purity of tone which he would expend on the 
most taxing concerto, and the result was a 
rendition musically and artistically admira- 
ble. The audience was desirous of securing 
a repetition, but the line on the program was

The dominant partger in the empire is 
Prussia. Its territofy is more than three 
times as large as that_of all the other states 
combined, its population is three-fifths that 
of the whole country, and it enjoys constitu- 
tional rights and privileges in the empire 
in proportion to its extent, populousness, 
and power. The most important right guar- 
anteed to Prussia by the federal constitution 
is that its hereditary kings shall always 
occupy the throne of the empire. 

Theoretically, sovereignty does not reside 
in the emperor, who is only president of 
the confederation, but in the union of Ger- 
man federal princes and the free cities.“ 
In practice, however, the emperor is prob- 
ably the most powerful ruler in the world. 
He summons, opens, adjourns, and closes 
the federal legislature. He appoints and 
may remove the imperial chancellor. He ap- 
points and removes with the counter- 
signature of the chancellor all imperial offi- 
cials, including ambassadors. As king of 
Prussia, he exerts a powerful influence upon 
federal legislation, although he cannot veto 
it. He has supreme digection of the military 
and political affairs of the empire. With-the 
approval of the bundesrath, he may force 
refractory states to perform their federal 
duties.

The German imperial legislature is gs 
unique as the German imperial] chancellor- 
ship: It is composed of two houses, the 
bundesrath and the reichstag. In theory and 
in fact the bundesrath is not a body of men 
representing the people of Germany, but a 
council of ambassadors appointed by and 
representative of the governments of the 
states of Germany. It is a supreme admip- 
istrative and consultative board as well asa 
branch of the imperial legislature. Prussia 
has 17 votes in the bundesrath, Bavaria ¢ 
Saxony and Wurtemberg 4 each, Baden and 
Hesse 8 each, Mecklenburg-Schwerin and 
Brunswick 2 each, and the other seventeen 
states 1 each: The votes of each state must 
be cast as a unit. The imperial chancellor, 
who is always a Prussian and chief of the 
Prussian delegation, is ex-officio chairman 
of the bundesrath. The reichstag is com. 


_ posed of 897 members, of whom 236 are rep. 
resentatives of Prussia. They are élected by 


universal suffrage for a term of five years, 
and every state, no matter how small its 
population, is entitled to at least onetepre. 
sentative. Members must be at least W years

Almost all important legislation is framed 
by imperial officials and is first introduced 
into the bundesrath by the chancellor. After 
having been passed by the bundesrath it is 
sent down to the reichstag.

The members of the reichstag have a right to 
criticise all proposed laws.

The reichstag 
may criticise and obstruct the imperial ad- 
ministration, but it cannot exercise much 
control over it when the administration js 
‘backed in its policies by the bundesrat. 


The German empire has the power of legis- 
lating in regard to a much wider variety of 
subjects than has its analogues, the federal 
governments of Switzerland and the Unite? 
States. It makes laws relating to marriages 
and. divorce, insurance, inheritance, and 
many other subjects which in the United 
States fall within the competence of the state 
legislatures. But whereas in the United 
States the federal government has speciai 
courts to construe and officials to executs 
practically all its laws, in Germany the i 
perial government vests state courteandpal- 
cials with the larger portion of these duties, 
and one of the principal functions of tis 
chancellor is to see that the officials of he 
states carry out the behests of the empiré 
The state courts of Germany, for exampls, 
are also courts of the empire. The empire 
prescribes the qualifications of the judges, 
while the states appoint them and determin 
their districts.

When Florence Nightingale smal 
child she was interested in yas a small 
work, and, under her’ mother’s direction, 
visited the homes of the poor in her neigh- 
borhood, and did much to alleviate their suf- 
ferings. At a critical period of her life, when 
her mind was shaping - itself for more im- 
portant work on the lines of philanthropy, 
Florence Nightingale met Elizabeth Fry, 
who was then approaching the end of her 
life. Mrs. Fry had been visiting prisons 
and institutions on the continent, and had 
established a small training home for nurses 
in London. She had also been studying the 
hospital system at home, and spent some 
months in the leading London hospitals, and 
,Visited those in Edinburgh and Dublin. The 
nursing in the hospitals in those days was 
rot what it is today. It was in the hands 
ot the coarsest type of women—not only un- 
trained but calious in feeling and often 
grossly immoral. There. was, says Miss 
Tooley, “ little to counteract their banefu! 
influence, and the atmosphere of institutions 
which, as the abodes of the sick and dying, 
bad special need of spiritual and elevating 
influences was of a degrading character. 
The occasional visits of a chaplain could 
not do much to counteract the behavior of 
the unprincipled nurse ever at the bedside. 
The habitual drunkenness of these women 
was then proverbial, while the dirt and dis- 
order rampant in the wards was calculated 
to breed disease. The profession, if the 
cursing of that day can claim a title so 
dignified, had such a stigma. attaching to it 
that no decent woman cared to enter it, and, 
if she did, it was more than likely that she 
would lose her character.“ 


Mrs. Fry and Miss Nightungale were kin- 
dred spirits. “At the instigation of the old 
Quaker lady Miss Nightingale visited the 
hospitals on the continent, where for cen- 
turles the Roman Catholic community had 
trained and set apart holy women for min- 
istering to the sick poor in their own homes, 
and had established hospitals, supplied with 
the same type of nurse. A large number of 
these women were ladies of birth and breed- 
ing, who worked for the good of their souls 
and the welfare ot their church. Miss Night- 
ingale saw no reason why the nurses of 
England should not be as efficient and re- 
sponsible the nurses of the continent, and 
she enrolled herself as a voluntary nurse in 
the Deaconess institution at Kalserwerth on 
the Rhine. That 
school for nurses established in modern 
times. | 

It was a line written by the war corre- 
-spondent, William Howard Russell, in the 
Times that stirred Miss Nightingale to her 
depths and decided her to go to the seat of 
war as @ nurse. Are there,” he asked, no 
devoted women among. us, able. and willing 
to go forth to minister to the sick and suffer- 
ing soldiers of the east in the hospitals at 
Scutari?’’ The suggestion in these words 
was enough for Miss Nightingale. She de- 
cided at once that she would go and take 
a band of nurses with her. She received 
her commission from the war —_ and set 
out on her mission of mercy.

Why did Russia fortify Port Arthur? Why 
did Japan resent Russian activity in north- 
ern Corea? Why did Japan fear Russia's 
development of Manchuria? Did Japan force 
the war on Russia? Was Russia taken by 
surprise? 

Answers to these questions will be found in 
Dr.. Asakawa's book. He shows first that 
Japan's population has become‘so dense that 
her people cannot be fed from the products 
of her own soil, and that Corea is the inevita- 
ble and natural granary of Japan. Japan 
must depend on Corea for food. Japan's 
manufacturing industry has grown to such 
an extent that she must have outside mar- 
kets. Her greatest markets are in Corea 
and Manchuria. Russia, by the seizure of 
Port Arthur, sought to close the markets of 
Manchuria to Japan, at the same time trying 
to secure similar control of Corea. 

Russia’s struggle to do this and Japan's 
struggle to prevent it continued for eight 
years. Then Japan began the negotiations, 
the failure of which caused the present war. 
Dr. Asakawa has given every proposal made 
by Japan and every reply made by Russia. 
These negotiations were opened by Japan on 
July 28, 1908, and closed by Japan on Peb. 6,. 
when she ordered her minister to leave St. 
Petersburg. 

Dr. Asakawa's volume supplies the ma- 
terial for a correct appreciation of the issues 
involved in the war. It is based on official 
documents and therefore may be relied: upon 
as a fair presentation of Japan's case before 
all tribunals of the world. 

Not the least interesting chapters of the 
volume are those relating to the successful 
efforts made by Secretary Hay to prevent the 
closing of Manchuris to American trade, and 


diplomacy at Peking.

FIVE MORE YEARS 


Famous Football Coach to 
Remain at Michigan Until 
Season of 1910. 


ROSE PERFECT PHYSIQUE. 


Official Measurements Show the 
Big Athlete Comes Up 
to the Ideal.. 


Ann Arbor, Mich., Dec. 16.—{Special.]— 
Coach Yost has signed a five year contract 
to coach Michigan. Announcement was o- 
cially made tonight by Athletic Manager 
Charles Baird at the annual football ban- 
quet. 

Yost’s contract binds him to Michigan for 
five years from 1906 to 1910, inclusive. This 
long term amazed every follower of athietics 
at Michigan. Yost always has fought shy

ever made against the famous coach here, to

City has raised the rate of interest paid to 
savings depositors from 3% to 4 percent. Of 
the twenty-eight savings banks in Manhat- 
tan, eighteen have been paying 3% per cent.
